WHAT CORN VARIETIES 
SHOULD BE RECOMMENDED? 
— ei — 
Lethbridge Experimental Station 
Experimental Stations and other in- 
stitutions are frequently asked to 
recommend a variety of corn for cer- 
tain districts. In order to be able to 
give intelligent recommendations it 
is necessary to know not only some 
thing of the weather conditions pre- 
vailing in the district, but also some- 
thing of the way the crop is going to 
handled. Corn varieties vary very 
widely in their habit of growth and 
some varieties suit certain conditions 
much better than others do, Where 
corn is to be grown for ensilage pur- 
poses and cut with a corn binder it 
is advisable to ues a fairly tall grow- 
ing variety and ope which reaches a 
fair degree of maturity. Karly strains 
of Northwestern Dent and Minnesota 
No 18 are suitable varieties for this 
UFDOSe. 
Where the corn crop is expected to 
ripen, or to approach that stage as 
nearly as possible, and where it is 
utilized by turning live stock into the 
field to do their own harvesting, ear!- 
jer varieties such as Gehu, Improved 
Squaw, or White Flint can be used to 
best advantage. In districts where 
the season fs very short and cool, 
Manalta, a very early yellow flint 
variety, would give much better re- 
sults than the three early flint variet- 
fes mentioned above. The shortness 
of the stalks and their heavy sucker 
growth is no detriment to any of 
these varieties when used in this way.
